Long Record of Crime, 

Featherstone, better known as “ Feath- 
ers,“ is a familiar character to every police 
bureau of the country. His picture is in the 
rogue’s gallery. He was arrested in Octo- 
ber, 1896, as one of the men concerned in the 
holdup at the Western Foundry company’s 
offices. On June 8, 1891, he was sent to Joliet 
for ten years for his share in the South Chi- 
cago bank robbery. He was pardoned in 
May, 1895, but previous to this had served 
tour ears in the Indiana State Prison at 
Michigan City. After his arrest for the 
North Side robbery last August, he was re- 
leased on $2,500 bail, and immediately fied. 
Brought back on April 5 of this year by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Morrison after Colleran had writ- 
ten that he was not wanted, his bail was in- 
creased to $5,000. His trial was begun on 
April 17 and on April 19 he was declared 
guilty and sentenced to serve twenty years in 
Joliet.

It left the 
latter point at 1 o’clock this afternoon with

stock and grain, 
The steamer had arrived at Crowell’s Land- 


ing and the deck hands were preparing to 


make fast to the wharf when the .

Little Chance to Escape. 


Most of the passengers were in the cabin 
at supper, and many had no chance to es- 
cape. The steamer trembled an instant, 
then turned over on its side and sank in deep 
‘water. 

It Is declared that the disaster might have 


deen averted but for the action of the engi- 


neer, who abandoned his engines when the 
squall struck and rushed to the cabin to save 
his wife. With no one at the engines, Cap- 
tain Bauer was unable to turn.the steam- 
boat’s head into the wind.

Captain Bauer’s Story. 

Captain Bauer, who arrived here two hours 
after the catastrophe, said: 

„The boat was getting ready to land when 
the squall struck it and it listed. Several 
passengers who were inside jumped over- 
board and were caught by the boat. The 
women, all of whom were in the cabin, could 
not be reached. 

“The boat settled down in ten feet of wa- 
ter over a reef and two of the men who were 
in the cabin—H. E. Worten and H. S. Quar- 
termouse of Hampton—broke through the 
glass and were saved. The colored deck 
hands saved a woman and child, and I think 
she was the only woman saved. 

“ A yawl that had broken loose was caught 
by some of those struggling in the water and 
taken to the bank. We returned to the boat 
on this, but could find no signs of life and 
returned to shore.“ | 


Bodies. Not Yet Recovered. 
When the news of the disaster reached 
Paducah the steamer Mary N. started imme- 
diately for Crowell’s Landing in the hope of

Mary N. returned late tonight. No more 
survivors were picked up and none of the: 
bodies was recovered, as it was impossible 
to get into the ship's cabin.
